An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with George Coury on 11-29-2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: In claim 30, line 1 , enter -A- 
before "heat". 

In line 1 of claim 48, add -A-, before "dehumidifier". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
"forced air counter-flow" limitation is still not in claim 29 or 30, the recapture rejection 
has been dropped. With the amendment to claim 29 and 30 regarding the flow rate of 
the brine between reservoirs, claim 1 is no longer seen as the claim which is closest in 
scope to claim 29 or 30. Claim 21 of the patent contains the flow rate limitations and 
never contained the forced air counter-flow heat exchanger limitation. Claim 29 is the 
same as claim 21 with the elimination of the units being substantially similar or identical 
(line 2 of claim 21) and the selected direction of the compressor enabling the reversal of 
flow (line 12 of claim 21). These limitations were not added during prosecution of the 
parent application to overcome a rejection, so no recapture exists. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
